more specific data wos secured.  The
investigatlon was started, however, by
Councilman Wade M. Finn,

When Mr, Finn learned that Mr.
Vaughan had declded to postpone tem-
porarily his Investigntion, he went over
and asked him {f he would object to
his moving thal an Investigating com-
mittee e appolnted. 'The gentleman
from the Nineteenth sald he would not
object.

Mr, Finn accordingly moved that a
gpecial committee of five be appointed
to investigate the assessment, and the
motion wax unanimously adopted.
Chalrman Wagner announced the fol-
lowing as members of guch u commit-
toece! Messrs, Finn, Thomasg, Lidstone,
Vaughan and O'Boyle.

The viaduct ordinance passed first
and gecond readings after a little fight.
When It was called up by Mr. McCann,
Mr, Clemons took the floor and made
a brief speech, opposing the measure
on the ground that it provided for an
increase of the city's Indebtedness be-
yond the llmit fixed by law. “I've heard
the damages estimated from $300,000
up.” sald he, “but not from $300,000
down,"

AN AMENDMENT.

Mr., O'Boyle at this junciwre intro-
duced an amendment providing for the
gtriking out of the word “immediate-
I¥" before the ¢lause directing the city
clerk to advertise for bids for the con-
struction of the viaduct upon the pass=-
age of the measure and Inserting the
following: *“Upon the passage of this
ordinance and when the damages (o
property have beon ascertained and ap-
proved by the clity councils by a ma-
Jority vote of each hranch thereof, the
city clerk shall advertise," etc.

Mr, Roche remarked that the effect
of such an amendment would be the
complete modification of the whole
question. Mr. Chittenden hoped the
amendment would be adopted becnuse,
a8 hie sald;

“This year the |ndebtedness has al-
rendy been increased $350,000 at s per
cent,, and this means an inm;on.l:e af
$600,000 at 6 per cent. The passage of
this measure as it is at pregent means
that the taxpayers will be soaked two
mills additional next year in the tax
leyy." The amendmoent was finally lost
by the following vote:

GRIER IS NOW
ON THE STAND

Tells of His Indignation When Detec=
tive Harris Tried to Force Him
to Take His Money.

HE REFUSED TO ACCEPT

Told Harris He Had a “Mind to
Smnsh Him in the Face"” for Thus
Insulting Him—An Effort Being
Mnde to Get in the Testimony of
Grier to the Effect That He Ac-
cepted the Money from Harris for
the Purpose of Having Him Ar-
rested for Atempting to Bribe,
Court Will Rule on the Question
This Morning.

At noon yesterday the commonwealth
rested In the case against Councilman
James Qrler, of the Third ward,
charged with solleiting and ncecepting
bribes for his vole, and during the af-
ternoon the case was opened to the
jury for the defenge and Grier was put
on the stand. An effort was made to
have him testify to certain statements
he made prior to going Lo the Hotel
Itudolph to accept the $40 from Harrls.
but this wag oblected to by the com-
monwealth,

Tlhe object of this testimony was to
prove that Grler was actuated in taking
the money by a desire to have Harris
arrested for attempting to bribe coun-
cllmen, and that with this end in view
he took the $40 and deposited it with
his attorney, M. A. McGinley, who has
had it ever since. Court will rule upon
the question this morning. If the tes-
timony ig admitted a big prop will have
been knocked from under the common-
wealth's side of the case.

In the case on trinl, Grier is charged
with accepting o bribe of $40 and also
with solleiting bribes. If it can bhe
shown to the satlsfaction of the jury
that he accepted the $40 for the pur-
pose above stated, it will have an Im-
portant Learing on the cage. The casze
wherein he Is charged with accepting &
bribe of $£1,400 for himself and other
couneilmen g Independent of the one
on trinl, and In this action he could not
be conviceted of thig offense,

CROSS-ENAMINATION (RESUMED.

The cross-examination of A, B. An-
derson, one of the detectives, was re-
sumed by Attorney George S, Horn
after court opened in the morning and
he was questioned at some length as to
the matters he testified to in his ex-
amination in chief.

Detective E. A. Whilney was then
recalled and testified that when he got
the $1,400 from Fred E. Beers he read
off the numbers and the serles of each
bill to Beers, who made a memoran-
dum of them, During the times when
Grier was In the room at the Rudolph
with Harrvis, and he was walching and
Hstening In the adjoining room with
Anderson, they kept their room dark.
If Harris and Grler went into No. 24
before they got into No. 25, Harris
would make a lot of noise by wpening
and shutting drawers, ete,, to drown
the nolse of their entrance into the
room next door.

Whitney was shown & plan of the
room and door between Nos. 24 and 25,
and identified them as correct. He was
then questioned about the poker game
which he referred to in his cross-ex-
amination. He sald they met a man
named Eavers, a gambler and a great
friend of Councilman Coleman., The
game was suggested by Eavers, and
they went into it because they felt sure
that Eavers must have sometlhing he
wanted to lead up to or he would not
have suggested the game to them,
knowing who they were and what they
were there for. They wanted to givs
Eavers o chanee to show his haad, but
nothing transpired during the game to
show that Bavers had any ultevioy
motive, There were seven persons in
the game, and Bavers went home
broke.

HARRIS RECALLED,

Detlective Joel 8. Harrls was recalled
and corroborated Whitney about the
poker game. Both men sald that the
game was played Monday night instead
of Bunday night, as testilied to by
Whitney on his cross-examination,

Fred I2. Beers was called and gave
the numbers of the bills In the batch
of $1,400 which passed Into the hands
of Grier through Harris, He got the

money on his own personal note from |
|
The note was

the First National bank.
endorsed by E, B. Sturges and Colonel
H. M, Boles, and the money was ob-
tained for the Municipal league, and
he was direeted to use it In guch man-
ner as he deemed advisable,

J. H. Rittenhouse, a civil enginecr,
testified to making measurement of
rooms Nos. 24 and 256 of the Rudolph,
and of making tests of seelng and hear-
ing. He found that he could see from
No. 25 into No, 24 through the holes in
the doors and that he could hear dis-
tinetly what was said In No. 24, A, B.
Dunning gave simllar testimony,

The prosecution then usked that the
jury be permitted to go to the hotel
nnd examine the rooms and the doors,
but this was objzeted to by the de-
fepse, on the ground that it would
be [mproper to have the jury do so
untll it had heard the evidence for
the defensge, Judge BEdwards said he
would not rule upon th2 matter then,
but suggested that the motion be re-
newed  later,

OPENING FOR DEFENSE,

When court resumed after the noon
recess Attorney John F. Seragg open-
ed the case to the jury for the defense
He read the act of azsembly under
which Grier was Indicted, which
shows that a conviction ean be fol-
lowed by an leprisonmgnt of  fivia
yvears, thet being the maximum penul-
ty. Mr, Seragg rveferved to the great
fmportance of the case to the defend-
ant, as well as to the conumonwealth,
iler, he sald, has for yeurs been the
great commoner of the city, the man
who stood up for the people wguinst
corporation and other influence which
are pgalnst the interests of the whole
people,

Mr. Scrugg then passed to a con-
sideration of the Indletinent and sald
that Grier s on trlal tor acoepting
$10, and that is all that can be cons
sidercd in this case. Fvan if the jury
believed that Grier accepted the $1.400
he could not be convicted under the
indictment on which he is being tried
for that Is not the offense charged.
